President critieizes 
move to stall defense 
seeretary nomination 

Washington 

Senate Republicans on Thurs- 
day stalled the nomination of for- 
mer GOP Sen. Chuck Hagel as the 
nation’s next defense secretary over 
unrelated questions about President 
Barack Obama’s actions in the after- 
math of the deadly raid on the U.S. 
diplomatic mission in Libya. Dem- 
ocrats called the vote “tragic” and 
vowed to revive the nomination after 
Congress’ weeklong break. 

By 58-40, with one abstention, 
the Senate fell short of the 60 -vote 
threshold required to advance 
Hagel’s nomination to a final vote. 

Obama reacted immediate- 
ly, accusing Republicans of play- 
ing politics with the nation at war. 

“It’s just unfortunate that this

kind of politics intrudes at a time 
when I’m still presiding over a war 
in Afghanistan and I need a secre- 
tary of defense who is coordinat- 
ing with our allies” on U.S. strat- 
egy in the region, he said. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., set the vote for Feb. 
26. “Just when you thought things 
couldn’t get worse, it gets worse,” 
the Democratic leader lamented of 


the chamber’s bitter partisanship. 

The successfiil Republican effort 
to block a vote on Hagel leaves one 
of the most contentious nomina- 
tions of the Obama presidency in 
limbo, although the White House 
expressed confidence that the for- 
mer Republican senator would even- 
tually win Senate confirmation. 

A fuU Senate vote on Hagel, a for- 
mer two-term Republican senator 
from Nebraska and twice-wounded 
Vietnam veteran, had been expected 
Friday. Democrats needed the sup- 
port of five Republicans to clear the 
way for a majority vote. In the end, 
they only got four. 

Republicans accused Demo- 
crats of setting up a test vote Thurs- 
day that they knew would fail so 
the president’s allies could paint 
Republicans as obstructionists 
during the Presidents Day break. 

“We could have worked this 
out,” said Republican Sen. John 
Cornyn ofTexas. richard lardner (ap) 


Democrats Unveil Sequester Plan 


Washington 

Senate Democrats unveiled a plan 
Thursday to cancel automatic spend- 
ing cuts known as the sequester 
through the end of this year. But 
they acknowledged that the pro- 
posal has little chance of passing, 
leaving no clear path to prevent the 
sequester from striking March 1. 

The Senate proposal calls for 
about $110 billion in alternate sav- 
ings to replace deep cuts to the Pen- 
tagon and other agency budgets 
through January 2014. 

Half the savings would be 
achieved by slashing spending — 
by making deeper cuts at the Pen- 
tagon after 2015 and by ending 
direct payments to farmers. The 
other half would come from tax 


hikes, primarily on millionaires. 
The proposal, known as the Buf- 
fett rule, would require households 
earning more than $1 million a year 
to pay at least 30 percent of their 
income in federal taxes. 

In a statement Thursday after- 
noon, the White House called on 
Republicans to agree to the plan. 

With lawmakers leaving town 
Friday for the weeklong Presi- 
dents Day break. Congress will 
have just four days at the end of the 
month to act to prevent the seques- 
ter. Republicans have vowed to 
oppose any plan that includes new 
tax hikes. But Democrats argued 
that they had presented a reason- 
able proposal that will ultimately 
force Republicans to think twice.

US Airways CEO Doug Parker has 
landed the big merger he sought for 
years. Now the soon-to-be CEO of 
the new American Airlines has to 
make it work. 

Planes need painting. Frequent- 
flier programs have to be combined. 
And the new airline will still be 
weak in Asia and need to win back 
business travelers who have been 
drifting away to other airlines. 

The two airlines announced an 
$11 billion merger Thursday that 


will turn American into the world’s 
biggest airline, with some 6,700 
daily flights and annual revenue of 
roughly $40 billion. It’s a coup for 
Parker, who has long believed that 
airlines would have a better shot 
at consistent profits if they bulk up 


through mergers. Parker sought a 
merger almost as soon as American 
parent AMR Corp. filed for bank- 
ruptcy protection in November 2011. 

The latest deal will mean that 
the four biggest U.S. airlines are all 
the product of mergers that began 


in 2008. Those deals bring bene- 
fits, but they also show that merg- 
ing airlines smoothly is not easy. 

The deal is expected to close by 
the end of September, as part of 
American’s emergence from Chap- 
ter 11 protection. Even after that, 
travelers won’t notice immediate 
changes. It likely will be months 
before the frequent-flier programs 
are combined and years before the 
two airlines are fully integrated. 

“Hopefully the service will be 
better with two airlines united to do 
what one hasn’t successfully done 
so far,” said Mary Gorman, 63, at 
Miami International Airport on 
Thursday. “If the service is better, 
I don’t mind paying more for a tick- 
et.”

For an institution devoted to eter- 
nal light, the Vatican has shown 
itself to be a master of smoke- 
screens since Pope Benedict XVFs 
shock resignation announcement. 

On Thursday, the Vatican 
spokesman acknowledged that 
Benedict hit his head and bled 
profusely while visiting Mexico 
in July. Two days earlier, the same 
man acknowledged that Benedict 
has had a pacemaker for years and 
underwent an operation to replace 
its battery three months ago. 

And as the Catholic world reeled

Vatican secrecy is legendary 
and can have tragic consequences, 
as the world learned through the 


sex-abuse scandal in which bish- 
ops quietly moved abusive priests 
without reporting their crimes. 

And the secrecy is institution- 
alized from weighty matters to 
the trivial aspects of Vatican life. 

“You have to understand that 
actually every Vatican employee 
and official takes an oath of secrecy 


when they assume their job,” said 
John Thavis, author of the Vatican 
Diaries, an investigation into the 
Holy See. “And this isn’t something 
that is taken lightly.” 

The Vatican justifies its secre- 
cy by arguing that its officials are 
holders of the divine truth, unac- 
countable to worldly laws. In par- 
ticular, the pope’s word is the final 
say — infallible on some matters. 
But outside groups have been 
demanding modern standards of 
accountability. 

Even insiders aren’t necessar- 
ily in the know: There is a habit 
of different wings of the Holy See 
jealously concealing information 
from one another. 

“One department may know 
something but that does not mean 
that the Curia office down the hall 
knows about it as well,” Thavis said.

Lebanon Feeling Burden of Syrian Refugees 


Beirut 

For many Lebanese, the massive, 
chaotic influx of Syrians fleeing 
their country’s civil war is evok- 
ing painful memories and real 
fear. They say the refugees pose far 
too much of a burden on this frag- 
ile nation still recovering from its 
own civil war nearly 25 years ago. 

Unlike in Jordan and Turkey, 
where authorities quickly estab- 
lished border camps, the refugees 
here are scattered across the coun- 
try, straining public services and 
pushing up rent prices. That’s caus- 
ing friction with Lebanese, some of 
whom resent the Sjn'ians’ presence. 

“Lebanon doesn’t have enough 
drains for rain water,” said Moham- 



med Ghazaleh, 22, a Lebanese stu- 
dent in Austria. “Lebanon doesn’t 
have enough electricity for its own 
citizens. How can it possibly take 
half a million Syrians?” 


The issue is particularly sensi- 
tive because of Lebanon’s compli- 
cated history with the Palestinians 
who fled here with Israel’s creation 
in 1948. Now numbering about

The estimated number of Syrian 
refugees who have fled to nearby 
Lebanon, the U.N. says, (ap) 


450,000, an overwhelming major- 
ity of Palestinians in Lebanon still 
live in refugee camps. 

A controversial video online 
urges the government to block Syr- 
ian refugees “before it’s too late.” 

“Act before we become guests in 
our own country,” warns the video. 

Officials say about 2,000 Syri- 
ans arrive daily, with the numbers 
expected to spike if rebels enter 
the Syrian capital of Damascus, 
a 214-hour drive from Beirut, (ap)

Up for Grabs 

As I headed into the Union Station Metro stop the 
other day, the announcement screen was scroll- 
ing through a warning about the recent uptick in 
phone thefts. You’d tFiink that would be a good way 
to remind riders to pay attention to their valuable 
electronic devices — except no one was reading 
it. They were all too busy paying attention to their 
valuable electronic devices. 


I might have been fiddling with 
my phone, too, if I hadn’t just 
learned that there are one or two 
snatchings a day, on average, in the 
transit system. I’ve generally felt 
confident in my security plan for 
my iDevices: Hold on tight with 
both hands and glance around 
every few seconds to give anyone 
inching too close the stink eye. 
(That’s right, little old lady. I’m 
watching you.) And I’m extra 


cautious when I’m near a door — 
all that opening and closing makes 
a getaway easier. 

With the release of these new 
Metro stats. I’m thinking it’s time 
to wise up. I’m still a target, and so 
is anyone who’s checking the latest 
score, responding to that client or 
triumphing in “Plants vs. Zombies.” 
And despite the fact that Metro is 
using undercover police officers to 
round up perpetrators, it falls on 


us as individuals to be more alert. 

After spending a morning chit- 
chatting with riders, I realized 
there’s a problem with this plan. No 
one seems to be taking the threat 
seriously. 

“I’ve lived in 
D.C. my whole life, 
and I can assess a 
situation,” 42-year- 
old Nathaniel Beers 
told me as he quickly 
stuffed his phone 
into his coat. (I’m 
guessing he had 
assessed that this 
reporting thing was a ruse.) “I’m 
very cautious,” Julie Cole, 36, said 
after I’d asked her about juggling 
both an iPhone and a BlackBerry. 
And Oliver Thomas, 43, wasn’t 
worried about his tablet. “There’s 
a lot of military on here,” he said, 
gesturing around the Red Line 
train. 

A gray-haired gentleman who 
was tapping out something on his 
iPhone laughed at my questions. “I 
think that only happens to people 
not paying attention to the world 
around them,” he said, urging me 
to talk to people my own age. 

Admittedly, younger people 
often had the most blase attitude. 
Sandra Rivas, 25, looked perplexed 
when I asked her whether she 
worries about keeping her iPhone 
out on the train. “I always have it 
out,” she said. 

And 25 -year-old Abby Buzzas 
had thought about security for 
her Samsung Galaxy. It just isn’t 
that secure. 

“I’m probably really bad about 
it,” she said. “I should be robbed.” 

Given the turnover rate of 
technology, a 27-year-old named 
Leila said being robbed could be a 
good thing: “I have an old phone, so 
it’d be an excuse to get a new one.” 

She might get her chance sooner 
than she thinks.

Metro said miscommunication 
between a transit police officer

The finding came as agency 
officials Thursday gave a replay of 
the Jan. 30 incident to the board’s 
safety and security committee. 

Metro Transit Police Chief 
Michael Taborn said the situation 
was complicated by poor radio 
communication between transit 
police officials and the two stuck 
trains. He said Metro is exploring 
an “enhanced radio communica- 
tion” channel.

tion,” Taborn said. 

Riders reported panicked and 
uncomfortable scenes on the trains 
and little information on what was 
going on or how long it would last. 

A passenger on one of the trains 
had a seizure and was assisted by 
the train operator. Some passen- 
gers evacuated from one of the 
trains, thinking they were fol- 
lowing a Metro employee, but 
they were in fact following anoth- 
er passenger, Metro officials said. 

“Customers were alarmed,” 
said Lynn Bowersox, a top Metro 
official. “That sense of alarm led 
them to self-evacuate.” 

She said four passengers were 
taken to hospitals for stress, but 
no injuries were reported. 

The report also found “a num- 
ber of further improvements are 
needed in compliance with inci- 
dent command protocols, commu- 
nications within command and 
control operations, providing inad- 
equate information to passengers.”

Oscar Pistorius was 1 when his 
deformed legs were amputated, 6 
when his parents divorced, 15 when 
his mother died.

Police said Pistorius had a recent history of problems, including "allegations of 
a domestic nature." In February 2009, he crashed a speedboat on South Africa’s 
Vaal River, severely injuring himself. Witnesses said he had been drinking before 
the crash, though police did not conduct a blood test on Pistorius at the time. 

In November, Pistorius found himself in an altercation with a local millionaire 
over a woman. South African media reported. 

Familiar With Firearms 

Pistorius owned firearms and posted a photo on Twitter of himself at a shooting 
range in 2011, bragging about his score. In January 2012, an article in the New 
York Times Magazine described him talking about how he pulled a pistolto 
search his home when his alarm went off the night before an interview, (ap/twp)

But it was his personal story 
that turned him into the coun- 
try’s most heroic figure since Nel- 
son Mandela, said Justice Malala, 
a prominent analyst and commen- 
tator in South Africa. 

“In a country where the image 
of Mandela is starting to fade, we 
are always looking for a hero— 
and this guy was it,” Malala said. 
“He is a symbol of hope. He came 
along and said, ‘You can do it. You 
can do anything.’ ” 

Ancilla Smith, a spokeswom- 
an for Special Olympics in South 
Africa, said South Africans iden- 
tified with Pistorius because, “He 
has become a symbol of overcom- 
ing adversity, which is pretty much 
what South Africa is all about.” 

Seeing Pistorius, clad in a hood- 
ed sweatshirt, walking into court, 
“rocked the country,” Smith said.

Amid the fallout from Maryland’s 
announcement in November that 
it was divorcing the ACC after 
60 years to run off with its well- 
heeled Midwestern mistress, the 
Big Ten, perhaps the harshest real- 
ization was that Maryland-Duke 
basketball games would soon be 
mere memories. 



The Blue Devils’ annual visit to 
College Park has been the one game 
that, regardless of either team’s 
record or circumstance, generates 
unrestrained fanaticism, enough 
that local police and firefighters 
must prepare for students overre- 
acting to victory or to defeat. 

It seems realistic that Duke will 
never again come to College Park 
after Saturday. Yes, Maryland will 
play another full season in the ACC, 
but the addition of Syracuse and 
Pittsburgh to the conference next 
season means that the Terps are 
guaranteed only one game against 
the Blue Devils. 

With the ACC embroiled in liti- 
gation over Maryland’s departure 
and the payout of the exit fee, few in 
the Maryland athletic department 
expect the conference to reward the 


school with one last Duke game. 

Duke coach Mike Krzyzewski 
has said repeatedly that he has no 
intention of scheduling Maryland 
as a nonconference opponent. 

“It definitely adds a little bit 
more juice to [Saturday’s] game,” 
said Maryland sophomore Nick 
Faust, a Baltimore native. “Fans 
are going to be more into it, we’re 
going to be more locked in. It’s just 
a game we’re looking forward to.” 

The rivalry between the schools 
has not necessarily been built on 
parity — Duke leads the all-time 
series 113-61. Nor has it been built 
on an equal division hatred — Blue 
Devils fans prefer neighboring 
North Carolina as their top rival.

ACC, to glance up toward Mary- 
land on the geographical fringes 
(at least until Boston College joined 
in 2005 and stretched the confer- 
ence’s northern border). 

Maryland coach Mark Turgeon 
has coached against Duke only 
three times in his brief tenure at the 
school, but he recognizes the rivalry 
and that its time is running short.

Before then, par- 
ticipation was limited to amateurs. 

As a player, Oates declined invi- 
tations to play for Team Canada 
because he wanted to focus on his 
NHL career. While he never felt 
compelled to play for the national 
team, Oates knows that represent- 
ing one’s country means a lot to oth- 


ers, particularly European players. 

“It’s different for the European 
guys because they grew up trying to 
play for their country, so it’s a differ- 
ent animal,” Oates said. “And I think 
that’s where they’re tr 3 dng to bal- 
ance it, too, and create more fans.”

1. Garnett’s last stand

Laws 

Simone Sutcliffe, 28, had an inside tip. 

A few months ago, the jewelry design- 
er, waitress and mom of a 2-year-old son 
snagged a one-bedroom, rent-controlled 
apartment in Takoma Park, Md. 

“Someone told me this apartment 
was opening up, and I just jumped on 
it,” she says. 

She got the place, along with a little 
fiscal security in the area’s pricey rent- 
al market. 

In parts of the Washington area, rent- 
control laws cap how much and how often a 
landlord can raise the rent. They date back 
to the 1970s and ’80s, and you’ll only find 
them in D.C. and Takoma Park; nowhere 
else in Maryland or Virginia has them. 

Under D.C.’s current law, landlords can’t 
raise rents more than a certain amount

each year. The set percentage is 
typically the increase in the Con- 
sumer Price Index plus 2 percent. 
They also cannot raise rents more 
than once a year, unless an apart- 
ment is vacated. 

All units in D.C. fall under rent- 
control laws, though there are a lot 
of exceptions. Rental units built 
after 1975 are exempt, as are land- 
lords who rent four or fewer units. 
Landlords also can petition for big- 
ger increases for such circumstanc- 
es as financial hardship or major 
building improvements. 

Sutcliffe says having a rent-con- 
trolled apartment gives her peace 
of mind, and her building is cer-

tainly popular. After she moved in, 
she says, “anytime I went outside, 
someone would ask me if there were 
any openings.” 

Lynn Asaro, 28, who lives in 
a rent-controlled one-bedroom 
apartment on Connecticut Ave- 
nue in Van Ness, says rent con- 
trol wasn’t a deciding factor in her 
apartment search, but she’s really 
glad to have it. “I definitely don’t 
want the price to go up,” she says. 
“It’s already expensive enough.” 

In the U.S., only four states — 
California, Maryland, New Jersey 
and New York — and the District 
have rent- control laws in place, 
while 35 states prohibit such laws. 


Rent-Control Battles 

Renters may love it, but tenant- 
advocates and building owners 
are sharply divided on whether 
a rent-control program is benefi- 
cial for a city. 

For Matthew Losak, execu- 
tive director of Renters Alliance, 
a nonprofit that protects renters’ 
rights in Montgomery County, 
rent control is crucial, particular- 
ly for seniors, lower-income fam- 
ilies and residents who don’t see 
salary increases commensurate 
with rising rents. 

“Right now in Montgomery 
County, landlords can raise rents 
as high as they want each year,” 
Losak says. They just have to give 
tenants 60 days’ notice. “Renters 
live in uncertainty from year to 
year,” Losak says. 

Rent-control opponents, mean- 
while, say it isn’t the housing or 
social policy the city needs. 

“It’s a terribly inefficient means 
of providing economic assistance 
to renters in need,” says Shaun 
Pharr of the Apartment and Office 
Building Association of Metropol- 
itan Washington, D.C. 

Without income eligibility 
requirements, there’s no guarantee 
that needier people will get those 
rent-controlled units, Pharr says. 

Opponents of rent control say 
an assistance program that gives 
vouchers to lower-income residents 
would do a better job of helping 
those who need it. 


Rent-Control Radar 



More than 60 percent of rental 
units in D.C. are rent-controlled, but 
how do you know if a prospective 
apartnnent is one of thenn? There's 
no single website for finding rent- 
controlled units, but here are tips: 


w If your prospective building was 
built before 1975 and has more than 
four units, chances are it’s rent- 
controlled, says Joel Cohn of the 
D.C. Office of the Tenant Advocate. 
Landlords are legally obligated to 
tell you whether the building is rent- 
controlled, so just ask. 


w To ask about a particular unit, 
call the D.C. rentadn 
office. They have a 
database of rent- 
controlled units, but 
it’s not publicly 
searchable. 


w If you're looking for affordable 
housing, rent-controlled or not, use 
the D.C. Housing and Community 
Development Department’s 
affordable housing locator 
(Dchousingsearch.org). The non- 
profit Socialserve (Socialserve.com) 
has online housing locators for 
other regions, e.b.

Settling Disputes 

Though it lacks rent control, Mont- 
gomery County has a Voluntary 
Rent Guideline for landlords. The 
guideline changes annually based 
on inflation. In 2012, it was a 
2.8 percent increase, and in 2013, 
it’s 4 percent. 

Despite the guideline, Losak 
says he’s seen rent increases rang- 
ing from 7 to 40 percent. 

When his own rent jumped 
12 percent, Losak contacted the 
county’s Housing and Community 
Affairs Department. They worked 
with his landlord to get the increase 
down to about 7 percent. 

But Losak and the alliance 
want to give renter protections 
more teeth. 

In D.C., tenants who think their 
landlord has violated rent-control 
laws can file tenant petitions with 
the D.C. rent administrator. Orga- 
nizations such as the D.C. Office of 
the Tenant Advocate (Ota.dc.gov), 
the Neighborhood Legal Services 
Program (Nlsp.org) and the Legal 
Aid Society (Legalaiddc.org) can 
help renters with their complaints. 

“It happens a heck of lot,” Joel 
Cohn, legislative director for the 
D.C. Office of the Tenant Advo- 
cate, says of the tenant disputes. 

So where is rent control heading 
in D.C.? With new buildings under 
construction and some older build- 
ings getting torn down or becom- 
ing exempt from the law for various 
reasons, these units could become 
a scarce resource, Cohn says. 

“Tenants who are moderate 
income are going to find it that 
much tougher to be able to afford 
to live in the District,” he says.

Film 

The “Die Hard” movies — the 
fifth of which, “A Good Day to 
Die Hard,” opened Thursday — 
have shown audiences the impor- 
tance of never giving up (as well 
as the power of a well-timed “yip- 
pee-ki-yay”). Everyday hero John 
McClane, played by Bruce Wil- 
lis, has fought off terrorists of all 
stripes, and he’s done it with no 
superpowers and little help from 
actual authority figures. 

That’s got to be getting hard: 
Detective McClane is only a cou- 
ple of years away from the big 6-0. 
Should someone who’s eligible to 
order off a Denny’s senior menu real- 
ly be doing all this leaping and rap- 
pelling and shooting and climbing? 

“There is no reason not to be 
active until the day you die,” hard 
or otherwise, says Josh Bross, a 
sports chiropractor who practic- 
es in Columbia and Laurel, Md. , 
“I see no reason to stop.” j 

Part of McClane’s advantage 


is that, as a cop, he’s stayed active 
over the years. “You don’t want to 
be sedentary and then decide you 
want to go play a football game if 
you haven’t done that in years,” says 
Sharene Gordon, a physical thera- 
pist at Calvert County Nursing Cen- 
ter in Prince Frederick, Md. “If he’s 
been sitting on the couch watching 
television, he’s at risk for pulling a 
muscle or breaking a bone or caus- 
ing damage to joints or ligaments.” 

If McClane came to her for treat- 
ment, Anne-Marie Gallant, a cer- 
tified advanced Rolfer practicing 
in Fredericksburg, Va., would want 
to know exactly how many times 
McClane has fallen down an ele- 
vator shaft. “Our bodies carry our 
history,” she says. “Unaddressed, 
the legacy of traumas and poor 
usage takes its toll.”

in which the practitioner stretch- 
es, rubs and puts pressure on the 
patient, is intended to treat not only 
acute injuries (say, getting punched 
in the face repeatedly), but also other 
injuries accrued over a lifetime. Gal- 
lant says. The more layers of injury, 
the tougher they are to treat. 


>t he didn’t leave his turn signal blinking. 


“The big problem as you get 
older is when your body breaks 
down, it doesn’t heal as quickly,” 
Bross says. And McClane’s habit 
of working through the pain won’t 
help, Gordon says. “[He’s] at risk 
for causing long-term damage,” she 
says. “By not allowing the body to 
heal itself, you’re creating injury 
on top of injury.” 

So before McClane comes back 
for “Never Say Die Harder Some 
More Again,” he should take time 
to recharge his batteries. Includ- 
ing those in his mobility scooter.

Hoping to rebottle the lightning 
captured in “The Notebook” and 
“Dear John,” romance packager 
Nicholas Sparks has given his usual 
formula some sharp edges in “Safe 
Haven ” The film, which stars Juli- 
anne Hough as a woman on the run 
from a troubled past, opens like a 
gritty thriller, complete with furtive 
looks from under a hoodie, a taut 
chase through a crowded bus sta- 
tion and a few smidgens of blood. 

Soon enough Hough’s character, 
Katie, has fetched up in the quaint 
North Carolina town of Southport, 
where Sparks’ seductive fantasy of 
self-reinvention takes place.

sharp enough to keep curious neigh- 
bors at bay, at least until an appeal- 
ing widower named Alex (Josh 
Duhamel) manages to charm his 
way past her chilly reserve. 

Directed by “Dear John’s” Lasse 
Hallstrom, “Safe Haven” doesn’t 
come close to generating the sparks 
that made Rachel McAdams and 
Ryan Gosling such breakout stars 
in “The Notebook.” Hough and 
Duhamel are attractive enough, and 


they possess an unforced ease when 
they’re together, but their chance 
encounters and cautious romantic 
toe-dipping add up to little more 
than a pretty bore. 

When a figure from Katie’s past 
shows up, “Safe Haven” takes on 
the menacing contours of a slight- 
ly safer “Cape Fear,” which in turn 
slides into utter ridiculousness with 
a preposterous plot twist.

But even with Hallstrom’s sop- 
orific pacing and uneven tonal 
approach, “Safe Haven” presents 
viewers with the undemanding, 
easy-on-the-eyes escapism expect- 
ed from this type of film.

A Band Pushed 
To the Limit 


‘History of the Eagles’ 
chronicLes the group's 
disintegration — and 
rebirth 14 years Later 

Television 

Consider how unusual it 
is for the exact breaking 
point of a big-time rock 
band to be chronicled on film. 

The Beatles’ “Let it Be” showed a 
slow disintegration. For the Eagles, 
the end came abruptly at a politi- 
cal fundraiser in 1980. Don Felder 
didn’t want to be there. Glenn Frey 
didn’t like his attitude. Add years 
of simmering resentment and, as 
they performed, threats exchanged 
under the music. Fists didn’t fly, but 
by the time each stalked into sep- 
arate limousines, the Eagles were 
toast for 14 years. 

It’s one of the fascinating 
moments in “History of the Eagles,” 
a documentary that airs on Show- 
time Friday and Saturday. The film 
has two parts just like the band, 
which has been together again 
since 1994. 

Frey, 64, said it was time to get 
the story on film while the health 
and memories of everyone involved 
were intact. The Eagles courted 
filmmaker Alex Gibney, who won 


an Academy Award for his 2007 
documentary on torture, “Taxi to 
the Dark Side.” Gibney expressed 
interest if he was free to tell a real 
story, not just an authorized one, 
and the Eagles agreed. 

Another key for Gibney was 
having enough footage to make 
the story come alive. Here he got 
lucky; although Frey and co-leader 
Don Henley were suspicious of 
outsiders during the height of the 
Eagles’ fame, they had the fore- 
sight to allow some filming, includ- 
ing footage from that ill-fated 1980 
benefit. Film was found of Frey and 
Henley playing in Linda Ronstadt’s

backup band at Los Angeles’ Trou- 
badour before the Eagles were born. 

“Theirs is the classic rock ’n’ 
roll story — scruffy kids hook up 
in L.A., form a band and have enor- 
mous success, and at the height of 
their success they break up,” Gib- 
ney says. “It’s a rock ’n’ roll fable.”
